SOCIAL FACTORS 


Tuberculosis is a disease of 
adverse social and environ- 
mental factors. It is the 
disease of under ~ developed 
countries, It decreases as the 
slandard of living rises. It in- 
creases with the concentration 
of population with Industrialisa- 
tion—as South American and 
Asian countries are discovering 
today. * . 

In ‘the “advariced” countries, 
however, mortality rates de- 
crease with an almost dramatic 
regularity. ~ . 

Dr Holm's predecessor, Dr 
John McDougall, of Edinburgh, 
noted that if there is a con- 
'tinusnce of the present rate of 

decrease in mortality in’ the 
United States, Australia, New 
Zealand, Denmark and the 
Netherlands, ‘‘the end of the pre- 
sont century may well find this 
disease a3 rare in these countries 
as leprosy Js at the present 
dime.”. 
__ Ceylon tuberculosis mortality 
rates (57 per 100,000" in. 1949) 
are apparently the lowest in the 
whole of Asia, 

The figures for Japan, soaring 
to 280 in 1945 ond dropping 
below. the 200's more recently, 
may well be a uscful barometer 
to ‘the tuberculosis mortality 
rates elsewhere in Asia. 


RACIAL ASPECTS 


Racial aspects, of tuberculosis 
provide an. unlimited subject for 
future research. Little or nothing 
Is known at the present. 

Taking the world as a whole, 
the No. 1 killing disease {s not 
tuberculosis, as many pcople 
think, but malaria—and not 
only docs this disease kill but it 
lowers human resistance to all 
kinds of other killing diseases. 

Tuberculosis probably comes 
second. Its total mortality is 
sometimes put at 5,000,000 a 
year, a rather wild guess since 
the statistics for so many impor- 
tant areas are not even known. 

Cancer is a Jong way down 
the Ust of killing discases. It is 
an scourge of the “developéd” 
countrics. Being a discase of 
old age, 
many tropical countries, where 
expectation of life may uot be 
higher than 35. 

Dr Holm = says that tuber-
